peda. in, 115197 9 3515 
The ſecond of July, 1590. wee were foꝛbidden 
by ſounde of the dꝛum, that no man ſhould go beyond 
the foꝛloꝛne ſentenell placed on the Mountaines: 
and to ſende backe againe into the billes all ſuch 
Spaniardes which came witha flag of truce, to 
ſpeake with the Generall, and to put all ſuch to the 
ſwozde as came with weapons. One of our Pin⸗ 


naces take a Fiſherman tiſhing vnder the Jlande 


Forteauentura, Wherin were 7, Spaͤniardes, which 


- were bzought befoze the General, and pzently com- 
mitted to pꝛiſon.

The 3. ot July in the moꝛning we began to ſende

The 4. of July, in the moꝛning we began to burn 
the towne, and with pouder blewe vp the caſtle 
which lay dythe towne, and we burned like wiſe all 
the cloiſters and churches which were without 4 
towne; lying neerethe'water ſide The town b 
ning, our people were ſet in battell, and in that 02

long boates receiued our men, and caried thema⸗ 
gaine abwde Preſently akter wee were departed 
out of the — 7 the enemy entered, endeuo ung 
by all meanes offibie to quench the tire.

And the Generals Clarke of the band 
was appointed Lieuetenant to captain xloyer, 
The 6. of July, by reaſonof the contrary winds, 
and other inconuentences which happened at this 
pꝛeſent, and alſo becauſe ſuch chips, which befoze 
were ſent to ſea, and could not returne by reaſon of 
the contrary windes; we remained in the road, vn 
der the caſtle o Gracioſa. About none 4. Spant- 
ards came out of the towne with a flag of truce to 
the ſtrond, directly ouer againſt our chips, whereof 
2, were bꝛought abooꝛde the Generall in one of our 
long boates, (the other two with their flag ol truce 
were left behinde on the ſtronde) which remained 


with the General vntů the euening and then were 


ſet on choꝛe, and ſo the 4. Spaniardes returned to 
the towne.

The 7. day riding in the roade, inthe moꝛning 4. 
Syantards with a flag ot peace, came to the ſhoze 
krom the tovone, directly ouer againſt our chips:the 
fleet ſa ing them, ſent a long boate to the ſhoꝛe, and 
bꝛought the ſatd 4. Spaniards abw2d the General, 
theſe men bzought with them the ranſome of cer- 
taine Spaniards, which had deliuered vp the caſtie 
of Gracioſa at the Generals pleaſure, which were 
fet to ranſo me euery one accoꝛding to his habilitie 
g oklice: and thus all the Spaniardes which were 
ranſomed, together with the 4. ſpantardes which 
bꝛought the ranſoms, were let = choꝛe with a —

The S. dapot Inly;aobowers after unciſing; 
the Generall wich ali the chips ſet ſaile, carying 
with him all the Spantardes that were notranſo- 
med, ſailing alõg tye coaſt of great Canaria in which 
time lan Corneleſſon Zwartekeys Departed this 
woe whole Hot off atthe taking ol the 
Janatia. Hauing nowe ſailed from 
N bighto he laid Jland, which layſoutheriyfrom 
1 captaine Hertmans ſhip, and of 3, 
—— there at anchoꝛ: who, ſo ſone 
das they perteumd our flæte, waied their anchozs; 
andſatledatong-thecoaltwith vs; which were the 
Hips that the Generall had ſenttoſea.. Sailing 
thus together vntul the ſun was in the weſt, the 
wind began to riſe moꝛe aud moꝛe, ſo that we coulde; 
not kp our direct courſe, but were foxcedto-put;ts 
the ſouthweſt ol the great Alando Canaria, where 
we anchoꝛed: wee hãd ſight of the Jland Teneriffa, 
and ot an other of the Jlands of Canaria; whe reel 
is the hie mountaine called the Pyck. en 
krom vs 14: miles, but by the great hight thereof it 
ſemed to bee within four oz ſiue miles off: vs. but 
| — 3 daie time when the lun, Gyined wee could not 
. 
The 9. of Julp, lying thus at anchoꝛ, in the moꝛ⸗ 
fre water füt of the long boates went a choꝛe to feteh 
water, ſuch as they could there ſind, and caried 
with them the deade coꝛps of lan Corneleſſon afoze- 
raid the Contlables ſon of the Admiralty ofRoterdi, 
called Zwertkeys, Which was there honoꝛably bu- 
riedonthehighanddae land.

The tenthof July, the boates being all returned

flacked / by reaſon ofthe great calme the ſhips lay 
The 11. of July, in the mozning it biewe a ſtout? 
gale in our topſailes aut of the noꝛtheaſt but as we! 
app2oched the land of Teneriffa, the winde altered 
oktenzſixe o2 ſeuen of our ſhijppes. and the reſt which: 
were next vnto the ſhoze, had ſometimes a gale in * 
their topſailes , and ſometimes agains: without: 7 
wind: lo that we lay adaft, and cauſdtzæpe no tec⸗ | 
koning either ofthe wind oꝛ courſe; and were foꝛced | 
to alter ourconrſemoze then 12, times a day, 
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lad feneriſſa, the day appearing, we 
padthe wind moze certain, filling our 
topfaules wich a full gale. from the 
WIK noꝛthweſt: And when it was faire day 
light we ſaw cur fleet ſcattredfar one frõ another, 
by meanes of the fozeſaid mutable windes. Some 
chips lap dziuing by reaſon of the calme, and other 
ſome had a little: gale, but the moſt part ot our flat 
were welt of vs, towards whom with all ſped, we 
withthe reſt of the hips made. Being al come toge- 
ther, wee endeuozed to reach the Jlande Gomera.

wherein is alittle towne: towardes the euening 
many of out chips were nere the Jland, but the 
molt part were toÞ lee ward; ſo that befoꝛe it grevs 
toward the euening none of vs could come nœre the 
towne. Notwithltanding in the twilight and ſhut- 


ting vp ol the euening: lan Garbrantſon Admirall of 


the white flag, his vize Admirall, and a Pinnate 
following, were come nere the town. Thus the Ad- 
miral ſapling ſo neere to the Jland, they ol Gomera 
diſcharged 2. pieces at him, but touched him not. the 
ſaide. Admirall ſæing this, paſſed on a little farther 
with the other chips which were neerc him, & then 
 tooke in their ſatles, and caſt their ancyoꝛs. The 
other chips which were behinde, laboured all they 
might to come alſo vnder the Jlandtothem 
The rz. ot July,the Admiral of the white flagly- 
ing thus at anchoz nere to Gomera, the greateſt 
part of the fle te were yet inthe moꝛning vetuweene 
the Jland of Teneriffa and Gomera, ſo that parte ok 
the chips were beyonde the towne, and muſt ſome⸗ 
times caſt about to conducte the others in, which 
were in the le of vs. When wee had nowe foz the 


molt part paſſed the hight of the Jlaud, the Gene 


rali gaue a ſigud 10 all captaines to come aboozde 
him, being vnderKatle,directing his courſe to the J- 
land ot Gomera and the other ſhips did their inde- 
uour to follow him, and anchoꝛed about the necke ol 
the valley, lying noꝛth noꝛth ealt off the towne, The 
chips being all come to anchoꝛ, the captaines ente. 
red pꝛelently into the long boates, and rowed a- 
bo2de the Generall to know his minde: And after 
they had beene awhile in the Generals chip, they 
returned to their chips, and 4, companies of ſouldi⸗ 
ours were choſen out, and landed in the valley, 
T ſhich done, al the hips vated their anchoꝛs, and 
laileò direalp toward the towne, and then 4

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anchozagaine, Ifter that all our chips lay thus to 
gether in the road niere the valley, befoꝛe the town: 
we diſcharged certaine peces againſt the towon, but 
they made no (hewe at all of reliſtaunce; koꝛ they 
had buried foure bꝛaſſe pœces as lone as they 
had ſight ot vs, which lay on the ſtrond nere vnto a 
mall castle che other ſixe companies were alſo ſet 
on land in the longboates, without any reliſtance:

all their goods which they coulde carry withthem Jeden 
were fled into the mountains. The firſt 4. copanies Spaniards, 
that were landed, as they marched. along che hils 
fide towards the towne, percenmngthattheenemy 
fled with all his goods towards the hils;ſent out a 
certame number of ſoldtours to intercept them, and 
to take from them the gods which they caried a⸗ 
way. And to accomplich this enter pꝛile, our ſouldiꝰ 
ours deſcendedthe hill intothe valley, meaning ſud⸗ 
dainly to ſet vpon the Spamardes; but the enemie 
perceiuing their intent, hid themlelues in caues 
which were nere vnto them, vntill our ſouldiours 
were inthe valley. The ſpaniardes perceiuing that 
they were ſtrong enaugh to encounter with our 
people, ſuddainly le apt out of their dens, and beſet 
our ſouldiours on both ſides . Dur people ſeeing 
themſelues thus compaſſod with their enemies, be- Fighty wether 
haued themſelues moſt valiantlp, ſo that maup of dend 
the ſpaniards loſt their liues, and 80 ot ours were n 
flaine in this valley: among whom were 2. Lieute- 
nants (the one was Meerbecks ſonne, and the other 
was Lieutenant to captaine By non) Which had re- 
ceiued aboue 50. wounds in their bodies. ſo pittiful⸗ 
lie were they maſlacred, thus were theſe woꝛthie 
champions intercepted, The reſt of thole 4. com⸗ 
panies, which were not pꝛeſent at this fury ot the 
ſpantardes, towardes the euening, delcended 15 
N | us 
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hils and marched into the towne. Pꝛeſentlyakter 
this, watch was appointed in al places of p towne, 
and ſome ofthe ſoldiours began to dig the ground, 
toſceke foz ſuch gods as the Spaniardes had burt- 
ed, but at that inſtant they founde nothing, except 

only certain pipes of wine. 9 ü 
About the ſunne ſetting was bꝛought in a ſpaniſh 
iſoner, which was deliuered to the Pꝛoueſt mar⸗ 
al, by the Generals commandement, to the end he 
might bꝛing them to all ſuch places in the Jlande, 
wh reas the Spaniardes had hidden their gods. 
But becauſe nothing could then be effected by rea- 
fon that the euening appꝛoched, and it began to bee 
to dark, the Spamard was committed to a keeper 
vntill the next moꝛning foꝛ the purpoſe afozeſaide. 
But the night being far ſpent, # the keeper taking 
[mall regard to his charge, the Spaniard ſecretlie 

ſtole away and ran to the mountaines. 

The 14. ol July, in the moꝛning the long boates 
rowed againe to the choꝛe, and caried abode luch 
gods as the enen had left behind them, which foꝛ 
the moſt part were wines, ko they had taried clean 
away all other things into the mountains, and had 
left almoſt nothing in the towne, but only the wines 
which they had buried in the earth: In the after- 
none our people found 3. bels, which they had burt- 
ed in the lields, where coꝛne had growne. ; 
The 15.of July,. in the moꝛning our people running 
vp tothe hils 10. oꝛ 12. in a cõpany to hunt # ſecke 
fo2 pillage, were ſuddainly inuironed by the enemp, 
and 6. 02 8. of them flaine; the reſt ſaued themiclues 
by flight. About none there was a generall muſter 
taken ol all the ſoldtours, to ſee how many we had 
loſt: gud ſuch ſhips as were appointed to returne 
Home, began to deltuerout the victuals, The ſame 
day were two copper-peeces founde: whereot the

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one —5 6, fat and halte long, and the other about 
1 ay 
he 16. day in the moꝛning the Loꝛd Generall 
gaue notice to all captaines to reſoꝛt to him abowzd 
is chip. becauſe ſome of the captaines had not ſent 
victuals vnto the ſoldioꝛs that were on land, where- 
by they ſuffered hunger, and ſundzy of the ſoldiours 
had complained to the General thereof: It after- 
none, the enemy came to the hill whichlicthouer 
the towne, crying and calling vnto our men to come 
and fetch againe their muſkets, and towards the 
euening many marriners with their weapons lan⸗ 
ded, and at that inſtant alſo all things were oꝛdered 
to march very eariy the next moꝛning vp the hils to 
fetch againe our mulkets, caliuers, and other wea⸗ 
pons, which the Spaniards befoꝛe had in mockery, 
and gibing wiſe willed vs to fetch from them. But 
now whenall — were o2dered foꝛ this ſeruice?: 
the ſame night arole a ſtrong gale of winde, encrea⸗ 
ing moꝛe añd moꝛe, that in the ende it grewe to a 
mightie tempeſt, that notwithſtanding our fleet did 
ride vnder the Jland Gomera in the road befoze the 
towne, ſome were foꝛced to way their anchoꝛs and 
to put to ſea, to pꝛeuent the miſchiete like to happen 
to the ſhips, by reaſon they lap ſo nœre one another. 
And when thoſe chips were a little way in the Sea, 
they caſt their anchozs, and there remained. By 
this occaſion the generals atozeſatd enterpꝛiſe was 
kept backe: we iudging it as a warning, that the 
Generall chould ſpare and pꝛeſerue his people from 
the bloud . thirſty ſpaniards, which had their holes 
and dens in the hils and perhaps might haue taken 
away many of our lues. And heere by the way by 
the name ofthe Jland Canaria, the Spaniards may 
rightly bee called Canarians oz Canes, fo Canaria 
ts by interpꝛetation, bogpl! kinde , foz they ran as

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ſwifktasdogs,and were as tyrannitall and bloud- 
thirſty as the rauening Uolfe, oꝛ any other wild 
beat, which they ſafitcrently mamieſted, koꝛ as ſon 
as they tould lay handes on any ok our people (like 
onto mad curs agreeing with their name Canatias) 
they would pꝛeſentiy woary them. 80 
The 17, this hurttull night ended, and the tem 
eſt ouer paſſed, and alnid, the c ouragious ſoldioꝛs 
Were all in readines, deſirous to execute this pæce 
of leruice, exſpecting #deſiring nothing moe, then 
to march vp the hils, and to incounter their ido+ 
latrous enemies. But vpon good conſideration, 
this enterpꝛiſe was (tated, and ſome zoo. ſoldiours 
ſent into the ſame valley, where 3. dates befozeour 
people had bene ſuddainly coinpaſled, intrapped, 
and ſlaine by the Spaniards. Our ſoldiours being 
come to the valley atoꝛeſaid found no reſiſtance, nei 
ther could once ſa aſpaniard;but found a ſmal pœce 
of bzaſſe about a fadome long, and two barrels of

zunpowder; and when our ſauldiours perceiued 
that there was no god to bee done (fozbearing to 
mount the hils ,becaule they had no commiſſion ſo 
to do) withſuch thinges as they had they returned 
into the towne. The euening now appꝛoching, the 
Generall commanded to catryabw2dthe chips, luch 
gods as they hadthere found, and digged out ot the 
round, which was accozdinglydone and accompli⸗ 
ed, among which things were thꝛer bzaſle pæceg, 
ſome bels and other gods, D n en 

Sunday the 18. ol Julp, we remained at anchoꝛ in 
the road ot the Jland Gomera. 7 1233N19-Co:0 517 $$73 
Mundap the 19. of Julp, remaining yet in the J 
land Gomera, and ſeeing that the Spaniardes con- 
tinued in their lectet holes, and dens of the moun-

. my al night by the wind with our fozeſaile, 
riday the 10, of September, 599. by the bzeak 
of day wee were befoze the Maze, the ſun ſouthweſt, 
we arriued by the helpe of Gods mercy and grace

Since then, there is arriued at Texell another 
chip of war, whereof one Caterof Amſterdam wag 
captain, the wich was leuered fromthe fleet in this 
voiage by tempelk, and thought to be loſt. The laid 
captaine met with ſome pꝛiſes, and in company ol 
two engliſh chippes take a Caruell of Aduiſo, berie 
richly laden comming gut of India, and hauing 
moꝛe men then the englich, ſhared halfe 
of the goods with them, and ſo 
came home this pꝛeſent 
month ot Octob. |
